The "Dinamo" Plant imeni Kirov is among those Moscow plants which have 
significantly exceeded the level of production set for 1950. The prewar 
level of production was surpassed long ago, particularly in the production of 
crane and mining electrical equijment and equipment far trunk-line electric 
locanotivee, subway cars, and trolley busses. The over -all capacity of elec- 
tric machines produced in the past year exceeds the prewar level by mare than 
100 percent. Labor productivity was 55.8 percent greater in 1948 than before 
the war and was 16.6 percent greater in the first quarter of 1949 than in 1948. 
Net costs have been lowered, allowing the plant to exceed ite plan for accu- 
mulations; 21,088,000 rubles were accumulated during the first 4 months of 
19**9 instead of 19,283,000 rubles as planned. 
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The plant has begun the production of much new machinery since 194*5, 
including engines far suburban electric -trains and electrical equipment for 
excavator e, subway cars, and fork trucks. 

Plant engineers are attempting to standardize certain products and So 
Unify production technology. They have created a unified series of electric 
engines far all kinds of municipal electric transportation. This has made 
it possible to produce different machinee from the same machine tools and in 
many cases to use the same dies. . . 

A n©w method of steel casting has been adopted. Pneumatic presses for 
straightening iron are being used for the first time. Plant engineers have 
also developed a new method of isolating electric machine coils. -- N, Orlov- 
skiy, plant director.
